IRISH WHISKEY 


SINGLE MALT 

Irish single malts are made much the same 
way as scotch: from malted grains distilled 
and aged by a single distillery. But since 
they’re almost always distilled at least 
twice, Irish single malts are a bit smoother. 
They’re also usually aged in unused oak 
barrels, or those that previously held sherry. 

TASTE: Clean and balanced, they’re sweeter 
than bourbon but not as complex as scotch. 


BLENDED 

As in Scotland, Irish blends are made 
from several single malts mixed with other 
whiskeys for balance and consistency.

f OAKIM NOAH, the Chicago 
I Bulls’ All-Star centre and certified 
eccentric, has just finished a grueling team 
workout Drenched in sweat, knees swaddled 
in ice packs, the 29-year-old vet - he of 
the Sideshow Bob hairdo, wild on-court 
gesticulations, and alternative medical 
treatment methods (rooster plus battery- 
aided electric shock therapy) - looks like 
nothing more than what he is: an elite 
professional athlete putting in the work 
for the upcoming season. 

You’d never know he’s coming off one of 
the most striking campaigns in recent NBA 
history. In November 2013, Derrick Rose, the 
team’s point guard and 201Ts NBA Most 


Valuable Player, tore up a knee, losing his 
second straight season to injury. Just like that, 
Chicago’s would-be title run turned into a 
throwaway, with the remaining Bulls simply 
trying to keep things respectable as they 
awaited Rose’s return. Instead, Noah stepped 
up, becoming a 211cm ball handler with a 
twisting, broken-down embarrassment of a 
jumper - Noah once joked it was so bad that 
it demoralized other teams when it went in. It 
was something the league hadn’t seen since 
the glory days of Bill Walton and his Carrot 
Top ’fro and Grateful Dead fixation. 

Along with being named the NBA’s 
Defensive Player of the Year, Noah became 
the heart of a rebuilt offense, recording four 


triple doubles and nearly 80 touches a 
game, more than his way flashier, All-Star 
counterparts LeBron James, Tony Parker, 
and Russell Westbrook. He also became 
just the fifth player in NBA history to 
average at least 12 points, 11 rebounds, 
and five assists per game (the others: 
Walton, Wilt Chamberlain, Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar, and Bill Russell). 

That’s pretty heavy company for a guy 
described by teammate Taj Gibson with 
a single phrase, one that for better and 
worse has followed Noah around his 
whole life: “He’s a weirdo.” Derrick Rose 
says the same thing, albeit with a caveat. 
“We love to be around him,” he adds. 
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“and it’s much more than basketball 
with me and him. He’s a caring guy, 
and I love him to death.” 

Noah isn’t weird, not really: not when you 
think about his background (Sweden, France, 
New York) and how he was raised (Mom, 
Cecilia Rodhe, a former Miss Sweden; Dad, 
Yannick Noah, a Grand Slam-winning French 
tennis player turned middle-aged Europop 
star). When you look at it that way, you realize 
he’s just different. Talk to anyone who knows 
him, from his coaches to his teammates, 
and they all say the same thing: Noah has 
the drive that all big-time athletes possess. 
“He’s a character,” concedes Tom Thibodeau, 
the Bulls’ shout-y. Do Things the Right 
Way coach. “But you know how important 
winning is to him.” 

Every NBA player has an origin story, usually 
with some setback he had to overcome, often 
poverty or a broken home, or sadly, both; 
those challenges strengthened him, helped 
him develop the laser-like focus needed to 
play a kid’s game at the highest level. Noah 
doesn’t have that kind of story. He grew up 
wealthy, in Paris and Manhattan, around 
celebrities and models. He attended a leafy 
private prep school more like Harvard or 
Princeton than the inner-city public schools 
that produced most of his peers. So you’ll 
have to forgive the dudes around the league 
who Just don’t get him: They come from 
different worlds. In his rookie season, Noah’s 
teammates unanimously voted to suspend 
him for two games after disagreements over 
his attitude— they didn’t like his habit of 
criticizing their work ethic to the media - 
and an altercation with an assistant coach. 
College teammate Al Horford, now a star 
power forward with the Atlanta Hawks, 
came to Noah’s defense, calling him “very 
emotional” and “very competitive,” while 
adding, “I think people will figure him out 
as time goes on.” 

Figuring Noah out has always been tough. 
Born in New York City, he moved to Paris at 
three. When he was 13, his parents divorced, 
and he returned to the US with his sister 
and mother, who rented an apartment in 
Manhattan’s Hell’s Kitchen neighborhood, 
in part, at least, to toughen him up. Noah, 
as usual, took that idea one step further. 
Picture the gangly six-footer at Harlem’s 
famed Rucker Park, trying to get next in a 
place where being good isn’t good enough: 
You’d best be ready to talk trash, too. “Guys 
made fun of my French accent,” Noah says. 

“I couldn’t understand the New York slang. 

I thought everyone was speaking a different 
language.” The kid fought through it, and 
eventually people accepted him because 
he had game. “It really helped me get my 
confidence up,” Noah has noted. “Those 
are pretty hostile environments. If you 
can play there, you can play anywhere.”

And he did, heading to the University of 
Florida, a Deep South football school that 
had never seen anyone like him. He was 
the linchpin of a team that won two national 
championships, and Noah - fist-pumping, 
beating his chest, shouting into the stands - 
became a hero to Gator Nation... and public 
enemy number one to opposing fans. In one 
infamous incident at Kentucky, a cheerleader 
taunted him with her, uh, pom-poms, after 
he fell to the floor in front of her. Players 
have always had it rough in rivals’ gyms, 
but the vitriol Noah inspired was next-level. 
“I’ve never seen anything like that,” Horford 
observes. “At first we thought it was funny. 
[But] when it gets to the point where it’s 
that bad, it’s overwhelming.” 

If it bothered Noah, he didn’t let on. Part 
of what makes him so compelling is that he 
doesn’t change: People just get used to him. 
“The French part of me enjoys life,” he says. 

“I eat well and drink well. I love my wine. 

And I love my cheese. The Swedish part, 
from my mother: I like the simplicity. No 
drama. Swedish people are very strong, and 
tough.” The American side? Noah sums it up 
with this characterization of his hometown. 

“A seven-foot weirdo with long hair can walk 
around anonymously in New York. You can’t 
do that in Sweden or France. There you can 
feel everybody looking at you all the time.” 
Noah wasn’t anonymous at Florida, but he 
did have fun. Maybe too much fun. He once 
remarked that the more games he won, the 
less often he went to class. He doesn’t talk 
like that now, but he does concede that the 
“quality of life” in Florida was excellent. 

“There’s a reason I went back for a second 
try at a championship rather than going to 
the NBA in 2006,” he says. Along the way, he 
also became friends with Tim Tebow, Florida’s 
All-God quarterback. “He didn’t baptize me, 
no,” Noah says with a laugh. “But I’d see him 
a lot. He was a good dude. The only thing 
I didn’t like was that he was always into 
getting extra credit in class. When I was 
partying, he was getting extra credit. I didn’t 
like that.” Among the mementos from his 
time in Gainesville is one of the Gators’ 
championship nets. “I honestly don’t 
remember how I ended up with it, but it’s the 
real net,” he says. “I don’t know where the 


one they displayed came from. The worst 
part is, I just moved, and now I can’t find it!” 

To his detriment, Noah kept partying after he 
entered the NBA. In his rookie year, he was 
arrested in Florida for possession of 
marijuana. But he insists he’s now more 
devoted to lifting weights, slurping down 
protein-powder shakes, and supporting his 
Noah’s Arc charity than hitting the nightclubs. 

Still, he’s no choirboy. Before posing for a 
recent photo shoot, he needed a bit of liquid 
courage, he says. A couple of tequila shots 
did the trick. And while he doesn’t discuss 
his drug use, the self-proclaimed “Rasta at 
heart” doesn’t shy away from criticizing the 
NBAs policy of suspending players who test 
positive three times for marijuana, this in a 
country where the drug has been legalized 
for medical use in 21 states. “Every player 
sees the hypocrisy in that,” he says. Not that 
Noah cares about how others see things. In 
2010, a group of NBA stars were invited to 
the White House to play a presidential pickup 
game. Most brought their wives or girlfriends. 
Not Noah. “I brought my mom.” 

Noah was supposed to be a banger, to 
rebound and piss off his opponents. “You’d 
watch him in college,” says coach Thibodeau, 
“and you’re like, ‘I like him - but I don’t know 
what I like about him.’” (Of his oft-apoplectic 
coach, Noah says, “He looks like that whether 
he’s happy or sad, but I’d have him do yoga 
with me. He could use that. Thibs gets pissed 
off a lot. But he also calms me down a lot. He 
knows when to let me vent”) Chicago Tribune 
columnist Rick Morrissey, in an article he 
wrote during Noah’s rookie season, vowed 



that if Noah ever amounted to a “useful” 
player in the NBA, he’d slather his story in 
salsa and eat it Two years later, Morrissey 
came to the Bulls’ practice facility and did just 
that “Tasted like a crow enchilada,” he said. 

Noah isn’t thinking about the past though, 
not even that last season. There’s too much 
going on. Rose is back, and the Bulls have 
just signed former Lakers great Pau Gasol. 
And of course, everyone is talking about 
LeBron James and the Cavaliers. Everyone 
but Noah. “It’s not about them,” he says. “It’s 
about us being as solid a team as we’ve ever 
been.” And that means a leading role for a 
weirdo who may not be so weird after all. ■

The six-speed transmission that 
kicks into gear Just like you want 
a Harley to is there. All 222kgs 
are artistically packed into the 
unmistakeable Harley frame. It’s 
built with the city and highway 
in mind by being nimble enough 
for the novice to engage the 
urban or open road environments 
or the experienced to enjoy this 
agile hog.

Harley have 
produced not only a great ride 
that can sit proudly within their 
collection, but they’ve made 
a bike that stands out in the 
learner legal market. Plus, it’s 
under $10k. Yeah, there is a 
brand new Harley you can buy 
out of the showroom for under 
$10k. Crazy! More than worth 
the cash and you get the 
experience that only a Harley 
can deliver without the wait.

The 2015 
V8 Supercars 
Championship runs 
from February 
to December. 
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The world’s most competitive touring car series, 
V8 Supercars, returns all-guns-a-blazing this 
month, with the action kicking off in Adelaide 
for some epic street fighting. We preview the 
battle before the lights go out, dissecting the 
Clipsal 500 track and chatting to the drivers 
preparing for another year of ace racing... 


Y es, V8 Supercars (V8SC) is 
back - and you’re not going 
to want to miss a minute, 
with the grid all focused 
on matching Holden’s 
supremacy at the front. And in 2014, the 
lion’s dominance was impressive with 
all championship titles - manufacturers’, 
teams’, and drivers’ - secured, not 
to mention a second-straight PIRTEK 
Endurance Cup (covering the sport’s 
biggest events at Sandown, Bathurst and 
Gold Coast). It was a Holden whitewash 
from wherever you stood. 

At the top of it all stood Red Bull Racing 
Australia’s Jamie Whincup, who took his 
record-sixth V8SC championship, his 
fourth-straight in a Commodore (the first 
to do so) and Holden’s 19th Australian 
Touring Car/V8SC title. And while Whincup 
has been the most successful driver of the 
modern era, 2014 was a special one for him 
with a tough start to the year with just three 
wins from the first 16 races. At that stage, 
he was fourth in the standings. However, 


Darwin, in June, marked the turning point - 
and his title campaign built from there with 
14 wins and 10 pole positions at season’s 
end. “It was a special championship win, 
because the season provided its own 
challenges particularly with our mid-year 
slump,” Whincup says. “I’m proud of how 
we were able to turn that slump around. 
There’s a lot of work and grinding that 
goes on behind the scenes with the whole 
team, and I couldn’t be prouder to be a 
part of that. Having won six V8 Supercars 
Championships is a weird feeling that I 
Just can’t describe. I’m sure it will mean 
everything to me when I look back at it 
at the end of my career, and it’s had a 
chance to sink in.” 

Naturally, RBRA’s Whincup - and his 
popular three-time champion teammate 
Craig Lowndes - will again be the standard 
this year. Lowndes, though, is under 
no illusion as to how tough it is to beat 
Whincup. “Jamie is hugely competitive,” 
says Lowndes. “He’s one of the greats 
and he’s always very determined at every

race weekend to be successful. I see it. I 
sit beside him, so I know exactly what he 
goes through. He’s very determined, and 
he looks at data to the nth degree. We both 
push each other very hard both on and 
off the track in the sense of Just getting 
the best out of ourselves and for the team. 
That shows throughout the year in that not 
only can we have a battle on-track but we 
still maintain a good friendship and good 
working relationship.” 

The challengers are also likely to 
come from another member of the lion’s 
pride - enter the Holden Racing Team, 
celebrating its 25th anniversary this year. 
HRT’s champion drivers Garth Tander 
and James Courtney know exactly what’s 
required to win with 65 victories, and 36 
pole positions between them. Can they 
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challenge Red Bull from the opening round 
in Adelaide, though? “I believe so, but we’ll 
have to wait and see,” says Tander, a three- 
time Bathurst winner. “There’s a lot of work 
that has taken place over the off-season, 
but we’d like to think we’ve done a enough 
good job to ensure we’ll be competitive. 

“Certainly the second half of last year 
showed the speed of our HRT Commodore 
was stronger. Heading into the break 
we still felt a need to be stronger again, 
so we’ve continued to work on that. We 
need to make sure we’re more consistent 
week-in, week-out, but it’ll be a new day, 
a new year and I’m confident we’re up 
for the challenge.” 

Neither driver is keen to Just make up 
the numbers, though, with Courtney very 
clear on what the objectives are. “The aim 
is win every race from pole, and win the 
championship,” he says. “You go into every 
race to win. I’m not happy with a third or 
a fourth. What I’m in it for is to win, and 
when I’m not winning we’re trying to work 
out why we’re not and how we can. It’s the 
same every year, and 2015 is no different 
in that the title is the goal.” 

Another serious competitor, and someone 
the paddock expects to be a champion 
soon, is TEKNO Autosports’ Shane van 
Gisbergen. The New Zealander was the 
only driver to even get close to Whincup’s 
win tally of 14 in 2014, with eight victories 
(five championship race wins, and three 
at the non-championship Australian 
Grand Prix). Van Gisbergen is always a 
contender, and there’s a good reason why 
he’s labeled a ‘dark horse’ at almost every 
round. Simply put, he just puts the hammer 
down - regardless of appalling weather 
conditions, or lack of grip at street circuits. 
However, consistency is a key focus for

Supercheap Auto Racing’s 
TIM SLADE left last year’s 
final round in Sydney with 
some serious kudos, having 
led Saturday’s first I 25 km 
sprint race for 16 laps - and 
held back an angry Red Bull 
in the form of six-time VsSC 
champion Jamie Whincup 
for most of that time 


While Slade had 
to settle for second, 
after a second safety 
car enabled Whincup 
to get past, it was a 
sure sign that the South 
Australian can certainly 
bang door-handles, and go 
toe-to-toe with the best of 
them - if not the best. 

“It’s great to get a top 
result like that at the last 
event ofthe year,” Slade 
says. “The guys did an 
awesome job with the 
strategy, though we did 
get a bit lucky with the first 
safety car. I struggled a 
bit early on as it seemed 
to take a while for 
the tyres to come 


up to temperature. 

After our pit stop though, 
the Supercheap Auto 
Commodore came alive 
and I had some great 
speed. I’m not sure what 
Whincup was doing, but 
he wasn’t threatening me 
so I could drive at my own 
pace. However, the second 
safety car meant we had 
to bring the tyres up again, 
and that allowed him to 
get past.” 

Slade, whose standout 
performances in 2014 
included podiumsat 
Winton, Gold Coast and 
Sydney, and a front row 
grid slot in New Zealand, 
is a man to look out 


the star driver this season. 

“I’m just looking forward to having 
another go this year. We really need to 
be up there at each and every round to 
challenge for the title,” says Van Gisbergen, 
who drives the #97 Darrell Lea/Lucas 
Oil Commodore. “We’ve easily got the 
pace to be top five but it’s a big jump to 
Jamie [Whincup]. His consistency is what 
wins him the championships.” 

Also expected to fight for race victories 
this year are Brad Jones Racing’s Fabian 
Coulthard and Jason Bright, both seasoned 
competitors who are able to grab the 
benchmark Red Bull by the horns on 
occasion. Of course, four other automotive 
manufacturers will - in the form of Volvo, 
Ford, Nissan and Mercedes-Benz customer 
team Erebus Motorsport - be pushing hard 
to topple the lion king. Expect fireworks, 
with Volvo’s Scott McLaughlin and Ford 
Performance Racing’s Mark Winterbottom 
and Chaz Mostert all in the mix. 

Preparations are already well underway.

for - despite a tough mid- 
season last year. “It’s great 
to see the hard work pay 
off - and we’re hoping for 
more of that this year,” he 
says. “I think we learnt a 
lot over the last few events 
of 2014, and a lot of that 
carries over into this year 
- so our results will be 
more consistent.” 

Slade joined the 
V8SC main game with 
the Supercheap Auto 
brand in 2009, but first 
made headlines on the 
national motorsport scene 
three years earlier when 
he finished second in the 
Australian Formula Ford 
Championship. Despite 
limited financial backing, 
he scraped together a 
budget to contest the 
V8 Development Series 
(DVS) in 2007. The 
following year he ran his 
own DVS program, and 
demonstrated his driving 
ability with a win in the 
second round at Wakefield 
Park against those with 
better financial backing. 
Impressively, he also 
collected the Privateers 
Cup at season’s end. 

For the 29-year-old, it’s 
been a lifelong dream to 
do battle with the titans at 
the sharp end ofthe V8SC 
grid. “I started go-karting 
when I was nine-years-old, 
so it was something I’ve 
wanted to do from an early 
age,” he says. “So 


I feel lucky that I get to live 
the dream, and race the 
Supercheap Auto Flolden 
VF Commodore. It’s the 
greatest Job on 
the planet!” 

This year Slade will 
again have his best 
chance of a maiden win, 
and it’s a season that 
the South Australian is 
looking forward to. “V8 
Supercars is the world’s 
most competitive touring 
car series and it’s also a 
results-based business, 
so you need to be strong 
every year,” he says. “You 


could be on-circuit racing 
better than ever, but if 
you don’t have the setup 
sorted you can very quickly 
find yourself down order 
quite a bit. It’s super close, 
tough and competitive. 

I’ll be focusing on giving 
my best from the get-go 
and won’t be giving up.” 

Slade will certainly 
start strongly at his home 
event in Adelaide, given 
he grew up not far from 
the circuit’s barriers. And 
while he now lives on the 
Gold Coast with girlfriend 
Dani, the affinity with the 


City of Churches remains. 
“I love the Clipsal 500 in 
Adelaide. It’s an awesome 
event, and my favourite 
one on the calendar along 
with Bathurst,” Slade 
reveals. “Flaving grown 
upin Adelaide, the race 
means something to me. 
South Australia really gets 
behind its events, whether 
it’s Clipsal 500, Santos 
Tour Down Under, or the 
Fringe Festival. Everyone 
really embraces it, and 
there’s just an awesome 
atmosphere there 
throughout the weekend. 


There’s plenty of action 
for the fans both on-track 
and off-track, so you know 
you’ll always have a great 
time. Hopefully we can get 
a great result this year.” 

To get away from 
racing, Slade relaxes by 
working on his razor-sharp 
fitness. “I cycle a lot, and 
do a lot of riding inland 
around the Gold Coast. 
There’s some great 
country to be covered both 
inland and south of my 
place at Mermaid Beach. 

I might ride anywhere 
from 60-140km, depending 


on the day.” He even 
completed a half-ironman 
event in Cairns last year, 
completing a 1.9km swim, 
90km ride, and 21.1km 
half-marathon distance 
run in just under four 
hours and 44 minutes. 

It’sjust another sign 
that Slade can take on 
anything - he’s got plenty 
of racing ability and the 
mental and physical 
agility to bring it home. 

He only needs to go 
one spot higher this 
year,and that victory 
champagne is his. 


with the official two-day V8 SuperTest 
completed in early February at Sydney 
Motor Sport Park. And the clock is now 
ticking before it all kicks off on the world- 
famous streets of Adelaide at the Clipsal 
500 from February 26-March 1. 

As one ofthe most-popular events 
on the sporting calendar with around 
300,000 attendees and 1.5 million TV 
viewers nationally, the Clipsal 500 is 
one that all the drivers want to win to 
get their year off to the right start. Last 
year’s race was won by HRT’s James 
Courtney, who started 15th on the grid 
- the 2010 champion coming through 
with quick laps and slick strategy. 

“It was fantastic to win the Clipsal 
500 last year, it was great for the boys 
in the team who worked so hard for us to 
come away with the win,” Courtney says. 
“I certainly enjoyed the moment, and 
maybe got a bit carried away with Frank 
the Tank (his signature victory dance) 


on top ofthe #22 HRT Commodore 
and some stage diving as well. But 
it’s important to celebrate a fantastic 
result like that. To go back-to-back in 
Adelaide would be an awesome start 
to the season, but we go to every 
event determined to win.” 

It’s a point Tander agrees with, having 
won the event in 2010 and 2000. “Of 
course, it’s fantastic to start the year 
off with a victory - as I’ve been lucky 
to do a couple of years ago in Adelaide,” 
HRT’s Garth Tander says. “That sets you 
up well for the title momentum to build, 
but it’s consistent, strong performances 
that win you a championship. We expect 
to go to Adelaide with our two HRT VF 
Commodores ready to win - as we do 
at every event - but even if we do, 
you can’t Just sit still, the work and 
development never stops.” 

Once the teams arrive at the 3.22km 
circuit, conveniently located for drivers 


and fans alike on the fringe of Adelaide’s 
CBD, it’s straight into the pre-event media. 

“We normally get there on the Tuesday, 
and there’s a lot of sponsor lunches on,” 
says Courtney. “Given it’s the first round 
of the year, there are a lot of PR 
commitments. I think it’s a really good 
vibe, the cars are fresh and everyone 
is happy that it’s the start ofthe year 
and it’sjust a really good event.” 

Courtney says that while the Clipsal 
500 has a great party atmosphere for 
fans - it’s all business for the drivers, who 
are there to win. “For us, it’sjust like going 
into the office,” says Courtney. “I discuss 
with the engineers what we’re going to 
be doing throughout the day. We’ll have 
team briefings beforehand to walk through 
strategically what we’re going to be doing. 

“I try not to have a regime that I stick 
to, or anything superstitious, as if you 
can’t do it you start to worry and think 
‘I didn’t get to do it’.” 
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Champion Chaz? 


Last year Ford Performance Racing driver 
CHAZ MOSTERT became the first ever 
driver to start from the back of the grid to 
go on to win the Bathurst lOOO.

What made you 
want to be a V8

My competitiveness. 
Growing up and seeing 
how fierce the supercars 
were in Australia, and 
some of the great battles 
that were going on, 
always had me intrigued 
to go and race a supercar 
myself.

There’s a bit more of a 
different mentality for me 
this year after finishing a 
full season last year and 
knowing that to be at the 
front of the Championship 
you need to be solid all 
year round. I also will 
try not to make so many 


mistakes. On the days 
where you’re good enough 
to finish fifth, you finish 
fifth, and the days you’re 
good enough to win, you 
try and win. I just want to 
try and be more consistent 
and not take so many 
chances. Being a young 
guy just trying to get up 
there sometimes you 
make it a lot harder 
on yourself to finish as 
opposed to not finishing. 

Do any of the older 
drivers ever hand 
out some quality 
trash talk to you 


younger blokes? 

Nah, all the older, more 
experienced guys are 
really good because they 
remember when they 
were young and hungry 
coming into a series. They 
love giving us a hard race 
and we love the challenge 
but sometimes even 
those older guys have 
the edge over us. 

How has winning 
Bathurst last year 
changed things 
for you on the V8 
Supercar circuit? 

Not much has really 


changed. I guess we’ve 
picked up a few more 
followers here and there. 
But it was such an amazing 
feeling to be able to 
win Bathurst, especially 
starting last. It’s still 
sinking in. Everything just 
went our way on the day 
and it proves no matter 
where you start on the 
grid, if you never give 
up and try your hardest 
anything can happen. 

Physically and 
mentally what is 
the toughest thing 
about taking on the 
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As for the parklands circuit, it’s a firm 
favourite with a mix of everything: high- 
speed, flat-out blasts, and slow-speed 
technical corners, all with zero room for 
error - the concrete barriers looming large 
throughout the lap. “Adelaide is a street 
circuit, and changes a lot through that 
first day and over the course of the whole 
weekend so you need to factor that in,” 
Courtney says. “It’s a tricky track, but it’s 
great fun. The crowd is close to the action, 
and you’re running right up against 


walls, going what seems like warp 
factor nine through turn eight. There’s 
nowhere to relax during that lap.” 

With the drivers and teams from the 
world’s most competitive touring car 
series all ready, you’d be silly to miss 
what promises to be an epic opening 
round to the championship. So lock 
your TV onto Network Ten or Fox Sports, 
reserve the best spot on the couch and 
settle in for a great weekend of motorsport.

Clipsal 500? 

Well, physically and 
mentally it’s one of the 
hardest tracks on the 
circuit. It gets very hot 
there and the heat doesn’t 
leave the cars as it’s a 
street circuit and you’re 
up against the concrete 
barriers all day. Besides 
those things keeping the 
heat in the car there’s also 
trying to manage break 
fatigue and mechanical 
things like that. 


What goes through 
your mind lap after 
lap in your car? 

Not much, but on the start 
line I think about a lot of 
weird and different things 
because we have so much 
time just sitting there. 

I try to take my mind off 
waiting otherwise I start 
to get anxious because 
I just want to go race. But 
yeah, you’re sitting there 
on the grid for up to half 
an hour sometimes so 


I have a stickybeak around 
and just wave to people. 

What the best thing 
about being part of 
the Ford team? 

The fans who love the 
heritage so much. Some 
people come up and say 
they’ve been a Ford fan for 
30 or 40 and sometimes 
even 50 years. It’s pretty 
cool to be leading the 
flag for them. 


What advice do 
you have for anyone 
wanting to become 
a V8 Supercar 
driver? 

Obviously work hard and 
be determined but no 
matter who you are talking 
to make sure you show 
them the level of respect 
they deserve because 
you never know who they 
are.

TURN 8 

(SWEEPING RIGHT-HANDER) 


“This is a very challenging corner because there’s 
no margin for error. I turn in with my left-hand mirror 
brushing the left-hand wall, before coming right up 
against the armco barrier on the right-hand side. I’m 
sliding the car on the exit, almost rubbing the outside 
wall. It’s all or nothing here, with the high speed 
approach and the concrete walls on both sides, a small 
mistake at Turn 8 can have severe consequences.” 


TURN 9 

(RIGHT-HAND HAIRPIN) 

“I brake as late as possible and use 
either first or seconci gear, depending 
on how the car is set up. The corner 
has been resurfaced this year and it’s 
another prime overtaking opportunity 
- so, if I get a good run out of 
Turn 8, I’ll be looking to slip down 
the inside of the car in front.”

TURNS10 AND11 

(DOUBLE LEFT-HANDERS) 


“Turn 10 is important to set up my 
entry into Turn 11. It is a little daunting 
because there’s no kerb, just a concrete 
wall, which can be hard to judge in a 
right-hand-drive car, especially in traffic. 
It can be easy to lock an inside-front 
wheel into Turn 11, and there’s a 
concrete wall on the outside, which 
I have to be careful to avoid.” 


TURNS 5, 

6 AND 7 

(90 DEGREE LEFT, 
RIGHT AND RIGHTONTO 
BACK STRAIGHT) 

“These corners may 
look fairly simple, but 
when you’re being 
aggressive with the car 
and using the kerbs on 
the inside of each 
corner, it’s far more 
difficult. At Turn 6, 

I’m sliding the car all 
the way out to the kerb 
on the outside before 
making sure the car is 
settled and ready for 
a good run through 
Turn 7, onto the back 
straight. The back 
straight is actually one 
of the few sections of 
the track where I can 
have a drink, talk to my 
engineer on the radio 
and adjust my brake 
bias and roll bar 
settings.”

“The approach 
to Turn 4 is quite 
bumpy, and with 
the twilight race.

Turn 4 is one 
of the best 
overtaking spots 
on the track, so 
I’ll be pushing 
hard there.”

“The first chicane is 
quite fast, because I brake 
fairly late and only change 
down from fifth to fourth. 

I try and straight-line the 

chicane as much as 
possible, but I’m careful 
not to put all four wheels 
over the right-hand kerb 
because I don’t want to 
trigger the timing sensor 
and get a penalty; it’s a 
fine line. Coming out of the 
chicane, the kink (Turn 3) 
is easily full-throttle and 
I’m accelerating up the 
hill to Wakefield Street.” 



“This hairpin is a little 
faster and more open 
than Turn 9, so it’s 
important to have a 
car that puts its power 
down well for the run 
onto pit straight.

MMA is a sport combining a 
variety of martial arts disciplines, 
including boxing, Brazilian 
Jiu-Jitsu, Freestyle Wrestling, 
Greco Roman Wrestling, Judo, 


Karate, Kickboxing, Muay Thai 
and Tae Kwon Do, and is fast 
gaining popularity in Australia. 
Richie Cranny, one of Australia’s 
leading MMA coaches, is an 
advocate of the intense and 
often brutal MMA training to 
boost your fitness. 

Wimp2Warrior is designed 
to make MMA accessible at 
a grassroots level. It’s the 
ultimate human experiment, 
where participants are taken 


completely out of their comfort 
zone and need to demonstrate 
immense physical and mental 
strength to complete a punishing 
six-month professional program. 
It culminates in them stepping 
into the cage to face-off against 
a carefully matched opponent 
from the program. 

Cranny said there are many 
exercises that are fundamental 
to any Mixed Martial Artist’s 
training regime. Many of them 


incorporate tyres, ropes 
and slam balls. 

“Performed together in 
a super set in isolation, or 
combined with other core 
exercises, they help to 
increase your functional 
strength and endurance,” 
he says. Here, Cranny 
shares his top three 
exercises that he loves 
punishing his ‘Wimps’ 
through on a weekly basis.

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TYRE FLIPS 

Training with heavy tyres provides 
a fantastic total body workout, and 
can introduce a new dimension 
and challenge to your strength and 
conditioning program. The strength 
and aerobic benefits from tyre flips 
can enhance performance in many 
sports, but it is particularly beneficial 
for Mixed Martial Arts where functional 
strength coupled with explosive 
movements is key. 
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Stand with your feet wider than shoulder 
width apart, keeping your chest and head up. 


Bend your knees to pick-up the tyre in a dead lift position, 
then drive from the hips and chest to flip the tyre over. 


BATTLE RO 


Performing exercises with ropes can 
provide an amazing workout that’s 
hard to beat. Done properly, it can 
improve your strength and endurance 
in your grip, shoulders and core. 

This form of training is one of the 
most demanding workouts you can 
do because it requires maximum force 
with maximum speed for a maximum 
amount of time - normally until failure. 
This comes under the realms of “Power 
Endurance” known in the industry as 
the holy grail of athletic performance. 

The idea is to create a wave with 
the rope from top to bottom, for a set 
period of time, normally 30 seconds 
to one minute, depending on the 
drill. This requires huge effort and 
by incorporating short rest breaks 
with multiple sets, the workout 
you get is insane. 



□ Start with your feet shoulder- MM Move both hands together in a continuous motion above your 

width apart, and pick-up ■■ head and back down to the floor, keeping your arms straight, 

one rope in either hand. but elbows relaxed. 


SLAM BALL SPRAWLS llllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllll 


Slam balls are a very versatile 
and effective piece of equipment. 

By increasing the weight, you can 
increase the difficulty of the move. 
Sprawls or sprawling is a fundamental 
technique for Mixed Martial Arts, 
designed to prevent someone taking 
you down (and putting you on your 
back). It’s like a traditional burpee in 
that you start standing, drop to the 
floor, and then stand again, but there’s 
a little more technique involved. 

Sprawling as a movement comes 
under the banner of plyometrics; 
exercises based around muscles which 
exert maximum force in very short 
intervals or movements, with the goal 
of increasing both speed and power. 
This type of training is widely used by 
athletes, especially Mixed Martial Arts. 




□ Start with your feet in 
a split stance, holding 
a medicine ball. 


□ As you drop to the floor, drive your hips into the 
ground while keeping your chest elevated. Keep 
your arms as straight as possible - don’t bend!

ate Bock is reading messages 
from her Twitter feed, which 
consists mostly of over-the-top 
compliments: “You’re a perfect 
person.” “You’re a really 
beautiful, magical angel.” 

“You have an awesome smile.” 
“You are a fairy tale.” 

It seems that a bunch of eager 
fans are staking their claims, 

I tell her. No, she replies with 
a laugh: These all came from 
one person. 

Inspiring a certain degree 
of obsession - healthy and 
otherwise - is nothing new 
to the 180cm beauty from 
Vancouver. She first unleashed 
awe as a Victoria’s Secret 
lingerie model. In 2013, she 
made the Sports Illustrated 
Swimsuit issue, one of just 
four new models. Photos of 
the novices were posted online, 
and, by popular vote, Bock 
was elected Rookie of the Year. 
Which, as we meet for a late 


breakfast in a quiet West 
Village hotel, brings us back 
to her social media. MJ Day, 
editor of the SI Swimsuit issue, 
warned Bock that her life was 
about to change as soon as the 
mag hit the newsstands. Lots 
of guys see the issue as a print 
version of Tinder and use social 
media to proposition models 
- not very artfully, it seems. 

“Usually they send a winky 
face,” says Bock, with a not-too- 
serious frown. “You gotta step 
up your game a little higher 
than that. I mean, really? Just 
a wink?” If a guy does nothing 
but compliment her, “I don’t 
really know what to do with 
that. Stop sending winky faces, 
and make fun of me instead. 
That’ll probably get you further.” 
What should we make fun of, 
Kate? “There’s endless material, 
if you get to know me. My 
family certainly has not run 
out of stuff.” 

Kate Lynne Bock was first 
spotted by a modeling agent 
at a local swimming pool, 
when she was 12: “I had braces, 
and I was a little gangly. Not 
a little - I was really tall and 
gangly.” During summers, 
when other models went to 
New York, she went to camp. 
When high school ended, Bock 
began to take the modeling 
game more seriously and 
moved to Paris on her own; 


she’d attended a French 
immersion school for years and 
spoke the language fluently. 

She shared an apartment 
with other models and, as 
a pragmatic and responsible 
person, was shocked that 
some of them slept-in instead 
of trudging to open castings. 
“You had to figure out your 
life by yourself. But I’m pretty 
tough, in that sense - very 
independent. I don’t get 
scared by much.” Really? 
Nothing scares you? 

She reconsiders. “I don’t like 
it when feet touch me. I’m a 
very clean person, and I hate 
it when dirty feet are near me. 
My older brother had a trick - 
if he wanted me out of a room, 
he’d just come at me with his 
toes, and I’d leave right away.” 

Bock, who is single, isn’t 
precious about modeling: 

“I’m a clothing hanger,” she 
says with a shrug. “I’m there 
to show off the outfits or the 
bathing suit. I appreciate that 
for what it is.” There are perks 
- she gets “tons of free bikinis” 
and spends most of her winters 
on tropical beaches. “The 
swimsuit-model thing is not 
so bad, I have to say.” And 
because she doesn’t wear 
swimwear when she walks 
around New York City, her 
current home turf, she isn’t 
often recognized. 


“There are times when I get 
a lot of stares, like, ‘Should I 
know you? I think I know you.’ 
My whole life. I’ve always been 
the tall, thin girl with lots of 
blond hair, so I don’t notice it. 
But in New York, you’re just 
used to people being sort of 
crazy. In other cities, people 
are nice and polite, while 
here, they yell at me. A lot 
of people bark.” Bark? You 
mean like a dog? “More 
aggressive and louder than 
that, but yeah, you’re on the 
right track.” 

In addition to emoticon- 
wielding Twitter lotharios and 
canine studs on the city streets, 
Bock occasionally has to deal 
with misbehavior on the set. 
Recently, she was posing for 
a photo on a bed, wearing 
jewellery and not much else, 
when she noticed an assistant 
“trying to take a selfie on 
his phone, with me in the 
background. He didn’t think 
I noticed it, and he got very 
intimidated when I yelled at 
him. It’s a good thing I was 
comfortable telling him to f-k 
off. Otherwise, he was going 
to have pictures of my ass on 
his phone.” 

Note to self: This is clearly 
not the way to curry favor 
with a supermodel.
